In the West Indies the Taino 
matives, cowering late each sum- 
mer before the approach of 
mighty winds, 
called them 
“huracans,”’ or 
evil spirits. 
In the China 
seas primitive 
peoples feared 
the ‘‘ty fung,” 
or great wind. 
From these 
come our words 
“hurricane” and 
**typhoon.”’ 


A great scientist has said we 
live on the edge of a mystery. It 
is true. In truth, we live on the 
edge of many mysteries, all of 
which combine to make the great 
one. 


The sky is a mystery. 
It is an ocean of air which can 
be benign or murderous. 


Guy Murchie, who for many 
years has been a navigator for a 
transatlantic airline, but who is a 
poet at heart, wrote a book about 
the great ocean of air. It is 
called “Song of the Sky.” He 
takes you into it. He makes you 
friend of the clouds, the stars, the 
air currents. 

Discovery of prevailing winds 
changed the economies of vast re- 
gions, caused flourishing cities to 
be abandoned; brought financial 
ruin to owners of caravans, en- 
riched owners of sailing vessels 
who were privy to the secret of 
the winds. 


For those who look to the sky 
with wonder and questioning mind 
this is a fascinating book. 


Hurricanes 


For those now worried by hurri- 
canes and the threat of them, Guy 
Murchie provides an introduction 
on the printed page . . . rather 
than in a storm cellar or in some 
battened-down house. 


Winds have fascinated all man- 
ners of men since the beginning 
of time, but most of all poets and 
writers of narrative, and now, of 
course, scientists who deal with 
aerodynamics. 

Homer called the four winds by 
name. Boreas was the cold north 
wind. He was pictured as a much- 
muffled-up old man, blowing bit- 
ter blasts from a giant conch- 
shell horn. Euros was the east 
wind, shielding himself with a 
high-held cloak. Notos was the 
life-assisting south wind, a kindly 
god, emptying a jar of warm, 
crop-producing rain. Zephyros 
was the beautiful young god of 
the west wind, carrying a variety 
of fruits in his cloak. When 
Ulysses began his great journey, 
Aeolus tied up the winds in a bag 
and gave to the hero every wind 
needed to blow his ship. Careless 
sailors untied the bag and allowed 
the winds to escape, free of disci- 
pline, to plague and bless the 
world. 


We learn from Murchie that 
heat is the great factor in turbu- 
lence. Even today little is known 
about the birth of hurricanes. 
Their initial power is, says Mur- 
chie, conjectured to come from a 
rising vortex of heat over water 
that ‘‘must be at least 82 degrees 
Fahrenheit and surrounded by a 
certain amount of atmospheric in- 
stability.” 


‘Birth’ 

When, he continues, air begins 
to rise in any area, the surround- 
ing air must move inward to re- 
place that which has risen. And, 
unless it is almost exactly at the 
equator, it is bound to acquire 
some rotation from the effects of 
the turning earth. As it rushes in- 
ward, it inevitably spins the 
faster, taking on the character- 
istics of a young hurricane. ... 
Usually the vortex dies out before 
too long, but near the time of the 
autumnal equinox in the Carib- 
bean when heat has attained its 
peak ‘‘one occasionally becomes 
a monster of violence.’’ 


Not many of us think of the 
constant turning of our earth... 
it does not always seem stable. 
But, we cannot long fix our mind 
on its wheellike turn, though the 
day and night facts of it always 
are at han 

The United States suffered a 

“hurricane defeat’’ in mid-De- 
cember, 1944. Admiral Halsey’s 
Third Fleet retired to refuel after 
a strike at Luzon. The rendezvous 
was 500 miles eastward in the Pa- 
cific. Oil lines were attached. 
Suddenly huge seas came up, 
breaking the lines before fuel 
could be pumped. There was no 
 {nformation as to the hurricane’s 
course or center. 
‘ The full fury of the winds struck 
Halsey. Some 790 men were 
killed. Three warships were sunk, 
22 seriously damaged, 146 aircraft 
were demolished or blown over- 
board. 

Certainly a “huracan’’ is an 
evil spirit.

‘Not Liable’ 


For Quality 


If a state agency ever accepts 
any faulty goods, the responsibil- 
ity is squarely on that state 
agency—not the Purchasing De 
partment, S. F. Skrine, assistant 
purchasing agent declared Fri- 
day. 

Skrine made this comment 
when L. H. Keever, storekeeper 
with the State Highway Depart- 
ment, reported he had rejected 
100,000 sheets of paper purchased 
from Park Supply Co. of College 
Park. 

Keever said Skrine had asked 
him to’change his original re- 
quest and to try a different 
brand of paper. Then the Pur- 
chasing Department bought from 
Park Supply. George Whitman 
Jr., chairman of the State School 
Building Authority and head of 
the State Board of Education, is 
connected with Park Supply. 


AGENCY RESPONSIBLE 


Skrine expressed doubt that the 
paper delivered was “inferior,” 
He said Keever had asked for the 
lowest grade paper, so he did not 
see how he could get any lower. 

“However, if a state agency 
thinks the purchases delivered do 
not meet specification, it is the 
duty of that agency to reject the 
purchases,’’ Skrine said. ‘The 
Purchasing Department cannot 
assume responsibility for check- 
ing all deliveries. We will be 
glad to help see that they get 
what they want.’’ 

Skrine said the fact that Park 
Supply did pick up the paper 
complained of and replace it with 
paper approved by Keever 
showed the good faith of the 
company. 


SUBSTITUTED BRANDS 


Skrine said he has substituted 
brand names requested by state 
agencies in order to give Park 
Supply some of the state’s busi- 
ness — when the price and the 
quality of products were the 
same. He said he tried to even 
up the state’s business in other 
fields, also, with other compa- 
nies. However, he said he had 
not substituted brand names to 
channel business away from Park 
Supply to other firms—‘‘because 
Park Supply gets only a neglig: 
ble amount of paper business.” 

The assistant purchasing agent 
declared that he did not know 
that Whitman was connected with 
Park Supply until recently when 
he read about it in the newspa- 
pers. He said it makes no differ- 
ence to him who is connected, or 
not connected with a firm—just 
so long as legitimate bids are 
submitted and the bids are as low 
as any offered for the same qual- 
ity of product. 


67 Die in East’s

The worst flood in the history of the eastern United 


through nine states last night 


with a death toll of at least 67 and property damage which 
could run into billions of dollars. 


As the agonizing job of salvaging 
the remnants started in some 
greas, torrential rains continued to 
pound the New England area and 
the crisis there worsened through 
the night. 


Governors of Pennsylvania, Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut pro- 
claimed a state of emergency. 


The latest reports put the biggest 
single number of dead in Water- 
bury, Conn. the brass manufac- 
turing center. Mayor Richard Lee 
of New Haven quoted Waterbury 
Mayor Raymond Snyder as saying 
at least 15 persons lost their lives. 

In Stroudsburg, Pa., a once- 
robust resort center in the Pocono 
Mountains, there were nine known 
dead and possibly 20 others miss- 
ing. The community’s principal 
roads and bridges were washed 
away or under three to four feet 
of water. The water supply for 
drinking purposes was cut off. The 
principal hospital in the area was 
isolated. 

The storm developed Thursday 
after Hurricane Diane spent her 
fury in the Carolinas. In some 
areas the rainfall was the heaviest 
ever recorded—in one instance 11 
inches in 36 hours. 

The storm whipped across Vir- 
ginia causing one person to drown,

Railroads, particularly in New 
England, were forced to curtail op- 
erations.

Are Above Reproach 


Atlanta is getting ready to move on 
its Municipal Airport improvement pro- 
gram. 

City officials have indicated that bids 
soon will be asked on $2,000,000 in reve- 
nue certificates to finance part of the 
estimated $8.000,000 total cost. These im- 
provements will include a new terminal 
building for passengers, new loading 
ramps for planes, and will be financed 
partiy by federal grants. 

The revenue certificates will be re- 
tired by income from airport operations, 
which includes income from the several 
concessions there. 

Among these concessions is the taxi 
stand, for many years the exclusive prop- 
erty of the Yellow Cab Co. Yellow’s grip 
on this franchise recently was broken by 
the Blue and Gray Cab Co. But the ques- 
tion of who will be the final victor yet is 
to be settled. 

Exclusive contracts to provide public 


transportation from major airports is a 
fai common thing. In Atlanta’s case 
it is a profitable thing. According to city 
officials it should add about $40,000 to the 


sirport’s income this year. . 

Certainly the city should get as much 
money as possible from this as well as 
other concessions at the airport. This 
would indicate competitive, rather than 
negotiated, bids for these concessions. 

Rightly or wrongly, negotiated bids 
automatically arouse suspicion, whether 
for cab franchises or revenue certificates. 
And indeed there have been many cases 
where this suspicion was justified.

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U.S. Should Promote 


Arms ‘Blueprint Plan 


The United States, according to re- 
ports, will propose President Elisenhow- 
er's plan for exchange “of military 
blueprints and aerial arms inspection to 
the entire world through the United 
Nations. 

The proposal, first offered to the Rus- 
sians at Geneva on a reciprocal basis with 
the United States, electrified world opin- 
ion. It was one of the few real propaganda 


victories this country has won in the 
cold war. 

Its obvious weakness was that it did 
not take into account that other nations 


have nuclear weapons, too, and did not 
spell out definite disarmament proposals. 
Its chief appeal was that it would make 
a surprise atomic attack more difficult, 
lifting some of the fear that now exists. 
One thing the United States and 
Russia both seem to agree upon. No one 
could win a nuclear war. Even though a 
surprise attack might cripple this nation, 
the resulting retaliation would also make 
a shambles of Russia. : 
The Eisenhower “peace offensive” ob- 
viously is having some effect, if none 
other than to dull the edge of the constant 
peace barrage coming from Moscow. The 
Reds have shown themselves more recep- 
tive to world opinion recently and this 
advantage must be exploited to the hilt. 
Even though the Communists show no 
signs of giving up their objectives of 
world revolution and domination of all 
continents, their fear of hydrogen war 
seems real. It does, at least, offer the 
basis for negotiations that could prove 
fruitful. Even the Russian leaders must 
be aware that should the world stumble 
into a nuclear war there might be few 
urvivors. 
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Dr. Libb y Again Warns 
Of Shortage of Scientists 


The shortage in the nation of scientists 
and engineers, a lack which keeps plan- 
ners and defenders awake at night, was 
emphasized recently by an atomic ex- 
pert. 

Dr. Willard F. Libby of the Atomic 
Energy Commission told the National 
Education Association in Chicago that the 
shortage is of serious concern. He said 
only two per cent of students capable of 
earning doctor’s degrees go on to attain 
the higher learning. He charged the teach- 
ers and school administrators to go back 
home and urge the good student on to 
full achievement. 

Educators have not been unaware of 
that obligation, but the fulfillment does 
not come as readily as recognition. 

In the schooling of the masses, thus far 
there has been neither enough time nor 
money allotted to allow much attention to 
the individual student. 

It was encouraging to note the num- 
ber of boys applying for admission to the 
American Legion Boys State who indi- 
cated the chief interest in school as math 
and science. It would be comforting to 
think that each of those boys will be en- 
couraged to develop himself to the limit 
in those fields. oe 

That is not going to happen until pub- 
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li¢. opinion properly appraises education, 
as essential to security and prog- 
ress and gives it support. 

What the AEC scientist said in Chicago 
is a reiteration of what many others have 
said. Dr. Cherry Emerson, who retired last 
month as vice president of Georgia Tech, 
Was Saying it five years ago. 

Dr. Emerson warned of the lag in sci- 
entific résearch and attributed it to a 
manpower shortage. He said, “All the 
money, laboratories and equipment are of 
no value without the proper brains to 
develop them. The only source of scien- 
tific talent is from our colleges. At pres- 
ent they are not being adequately aided 
in this most essential task.”

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He could have said the only source of 
scientific-engineering talent is our young 
people. 

Americans have a tendency to con- 
serve and develop every natural resource 
except the human. It would be well if 
we had more prospectors out with “Gei- 
ger’ counters which detect talent. Ura- 
nium deposits are of little use without 
the brains that know how to put the 
atoms to work. 
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The Tragedy Is That 
The Code Is Necessary 


The United States has promulgated a 
code of conduct for members of the armed 
services. It was proclaimed by President 
Fisenhower and is based on the experi- 
ences of prisoners of the Communists dur- 
ing the Korean War. 

Basically, the code contains nothing 
new. It stresses the same kind of loyalty 
to the homeland and comrades in arms 
that the Spartans knew, the Romans pro- 
fessed and that good soldiers through his- 


tory have known, whether they were 
fighting for ideals or for pay. 
It points up Washington’s alarm, 


though, at the number of American cap- 
tives who have turned their coats in re- 
turn for better treatment at the hands of 
their captors. It emphasizes the problem of 
these new Isaacs who trade their birth- 
rights for pottage. It reminds us of the im- 
placability of our new enemies, the Com- 
munists, and their evil techniques of brain 
washing. 

A citizen army, made up largely of 
draftees, is bound to have its quota of men 
who fall short of the military ideal. It is 
saddening, nevertheless, to realize that the 
President has found it necessary to em- 
phasize and publicize rules of conduct that 
good soldiers historically have taken for 
granted.
